Yeitterday. Mr. Stanard, the U. S. At­ 
torney for title District, addreased the 
Jury on the case of ïiamuci Poole, in­ 
dicted, under the Act of the last se««ion 
of Coogrcss, Hfc piiatically robbiog a 
Spanish vessel, or a ve»ael whose name 
was unknown, of >panisti milled dolaira. 
He wa» folluwed by Messrs* W. Wick* 
ham and A Ntevenson, on behalf of the 
prisoner- 
Mr, bunard closed the argu­ 
ment on the part of the United State». 


Chief Justice Marshall then charged 
the Jury, and concluded with telling 
them, that it was impossible.*ihe act of 
Cong< css could apply to any case. If it 
did not to this ; yet the »tandard referred 
to by the act of Congre»» mo»t be ad­ 
mitted to be ao vague as to admit of 
some doubt ; the wiiters on the law of 
nation» give us no definition of the crime 
of piracy. 
U ’.ider the doubt» arising 
from U*i*t circumstance the Court re­ 
commended It to tbe jury to fiod a epe- 
ctal verdict which might sut>mit thé law 
to the more délibérai« consideration of 
Ihe Couru 
The Jury retired for a few 
moments, and brought io a verdict, 
which, being slightly altered with their 
consent, is as follows ; 


If the plunder of e Spanish vessel 
on the high seas in April. itl9 , by tbe 
crew of a vessel sailing and cruising at 
the time uudcr no commission whatev­ 
er, which crew had pieviously cruised 
in a ptivate armed vessel commissioned

we find him not kiuilty.
